TEN DEATHS CAUSED 


BY FRIGID WAVE 


(International News Service) 
Sub-zero temperatures in the 


western district and 
blizzards 


throughout the eastern and cen- 
tral districts today placed Penn- 
sylvania in the throes of wintery 
weather that brought misery and 
death. 
The mercury hit new lows for the 


season in all sections of the state, 
going as low as 14 degrees below in 
western Pennsylvania. 
While read- 


ings of from 5 to 10 degrees above 
prevailed in the central and eastern 
districts, suffering was more acute 
there because of paralyzing storms. 
Ten deaths in the metropolitan area 
of Philadelphia were attributed, to 
the worst blizzard in 20 years. Sev- 
enteen inches of snow demoralized 
traffic. 
A 38-mile gale added dis- 


comforts. 


Biting Cold Wind. 


In the vicinity of Harrisburg, a 


biting cold wind sent the mercury to 
five above. 
Seven inches of snow 


delayed trains. 


At Pittsburgh, the thermometer 


showed four above but in outlying 
districts it fell below zero.

nese and 19 Japanese dead or wound- 
ed, 4,000 Japanese and Manchukuan 
troops today halted their drive into 
Chahar province. 


Pushing 
the disorganized Chi- 


nese forces back in a two-day offen- 
sive, the Manchu-Japanese troops 
swept over a 25-mile front, and seiz- 
ed control of 1,600 square miles of 
Chinese territory. 


The towns of Kuyuan and Tung- 


shiit: capitulated yesterday after a 
bombardment of airplanes and light 
artillery, and today the armored cars 
of the Japanese rolled into Tushih- 
kow, 
strategic town controlling a 


mountain pass and a gate in the 
great wall. 


Peiping was in terror, and officials 


were engaged in frantic efforts to 
bring peace, especially since General 
Sung Chueh-Yuan, governor of Cha- 
har, is in Peiping, unable to lead his 
troops.

Philadelphia, Jan. 24.— Outdoing 
the fabled “blizzard of ’88”, one of 
the worst storms in Philadelphia’s

17-inch mantle of

WHY ALCATRAZ? 


The utilization of Alcatraz Island for the confinement of the most 


desperate, troublesome federal prisoners is a grim reminder of the change 
which has taken place in the nation's campaign against crime. 


In other days the traditional federal offenders were national bank 


robbers, counterfeiters and violators of the immigration laws. They were 
not pleasant customers, but the ordinary penitentiary could handle them 
without difficulty. Prohibition, racketeering, and the motor car have now 
given us the killer types and the government finds it necessary to keep 
them away from their fellow criminals. 


The attorney general has said that about 700 of the 18,000 fed- 


eral prisoners now in confinement constitute our most serious problem 
in penology. They do the plotting, stir up the rest, and are the most 
willing to murder and follow in the footsteps of Dillinger. These are 
the character for whom the buildings of Alcatraz Island have been recon- 
structed. 


It is twelve acres of solid, precipitous rock in the Golden .Gate four 


miles away from San Francisco, and was used once as a military prison. 


It has few of the forbidding aspects of a Devil's Island, a Lipari, or 


an Andamans, but is almost escape proof. The decision of the govern- 
ment to take this step may be accepted as another sign that the nation- 
al warfare against the gunman will not be so mild as formerly.—Bos- 
ton Herald.

"VICTORY" FOR LEAGUE 


One of the comments frequently heard on the part of the inter- 


nationalist press is that the Saar election was fi "victory for the League 
of Nations." Just how this conclusion is arrived at is a little obscure. 
It is true that the league succeeded in conducting an election which was 
free from charges of irregularity, although it was in great part turned 
over to neutrals because the league was an interested party in the case. 
That there was no dispute in the result of the ballot is little to be won- 
dered at due to the fact that about nine out of every ten Saarlanders who 
cast a. ballot voted in favor of Germany. It is only close elections which 
cause trouble. 


The result in the Saar could hardly be called a victory for the con- 


duct of the territory by the league during the past fifteen years. Dur- 
ing that period of time the league has regulated and governed the Saar 
and the voters were to decide whether their country was to go back to 
Germany, become annexed to France or continue under the league, 
France, realizing the fight was hopeless, withdrew as a claimant and ex- 
erted it* energies to help the league. And yet ninety per cent of the 
votes were cast against the league. Npt strange, perhaps, in view of the 
German patriotism of the Saarlanders, but certainly not convicing as a 
victor}- for the league. 


'It is to the league's credit, o£ course, that a fair and peaceful elec- 


tion was held although the league itself had comparatively little to do with 
the voting. But the result was certainly not a "victory for the league" 
in any tangible form.

WHY ALCATRAZ? 


The utilization of Alcatraz Island for the confinement of the most 


desperate, troublesome federal prisoners is a grim reminder of the change 
which has taken place in the nation's campaign against crime. 


In other days the traditional federal offenders were national bank 


robbers, counterfeiters and violators of the immigration laws. They were 
not pleasant customers, but the ordinary penitentiary could handle them 
without difficulty. Prohibition, racketeering, and the motor car have now 
given us the killer types and the government finds it necessary to keep 
Them away from their fellow criminals. 


The attorney general has said that about 700 of the 18,000 fed- 


eral prisoners now in confinement constitute our most serious problem 
in penology. They do the plotting, stir up the rest, and are the most 
willing to murder and follow in the footsteps of Dillinger. These are 
the character for whom the buildings of Alcatraz Island have been recon- 
structed. 


It is twelve acres of solid, precipitous rock in the Golden Gate four 


miles away from San Francisco, and was used once as a military prison. 


It has few of the forbidding aspects of a Devil's Island, a Lipari, or 


an Andamans, but is almost escape proof. The decision of the govern- 
ment to take this step may be accepted as another sign that the nation- 
al warfare against the gunman will not be so mild as formerly.—Bos- 
ton Herald.

WHY ALCATRAZ? 


The utilization of Alcatraz Island for the confinem ent of the most 
desperate, troublesome federal prisoners is a grim rem inder of the change 
which has taken place in the nation’s cam paign against crime. 
In other days the traditional federal offenders were national bank 
robbers, counterfeiters and violators of the im m igration laws. 'They were 
not pleasant customers, but the ordinary penitentiary could handle them 
without difficulty. Prohibition, racketeering, and the m otor car have now 
given us the killer types and the governm ent finds it necessary to keep 
them away from their fellow crim inals. 
The attorney general has said th at about 700 of the 18,000 fed­ 
eral prisoners now in confinem ent constitute our most serious problem 
in penology. 
They do the plotting, stir up the rest, and are the most often th a t others have been directly 
willing to m urder and follow in the footsteps of Dillinger. 
These are opposed to your views and opinions, 
the character for whom the buildings of Alcatraz Island have been recon­ 
structed. 
It is twelve acres of solid, precipitous rock in the Golden G ate four 
miles away from San Francisco, and was used once as a m ilitary prison.

"We ha\'e harmed nature, and 


nature in turn has harmed us," the 
President said, in describing how 
the early settlers and the pioneers 
wasted the vast 
resources which 


they found. 


"In recent years," he continued, 


"little groups of earnest men and 
women have told us of this havoc; 
of the cutting of our last stands of 
virgin timber; of increasing floods, 
of the washing away of millions of 


j acres of our top-soils; of the lower- 
ing of our water tables, of the dan- 
gers of one-crop farming; o! the 
depletion of our minerals—in short, 
the evils that we have brought upon 
ourselves today and the even greater 
evils that will attend our children 
unless we act. 


"Such is the condition that at- 


tends the Exploitation of our natural 
resources if we continue our plan- 
less course." 


Caused Social Problem 


As an inevitable .consequence of 


these conditions, the exhaustion of 
virgin lands and forests and the de- 
pletition 
of 
other 
resources, 
he 


pointed out, a social problem has 
arisen that only scientific planning 
will correct. 


"The throwing' out of balance of 


the resources of nature," he said, 
"throws out of balance also the lives 
of men. 


"We find millions of our citizens 


stranded in'village and on farm— 
stranded there because nature can- 
not support them in the livelihood 
they had sought to gain through 
her. 


"We find other millions gravitated 


to the centers of population so vast 
that the laws of natural economics 
have broken clown." 


The president recommended that 


each member "Of 
congress study 


"carefully" the reports of the na- 
tional resource's board and the Mis- 
sissippi Valley .committee, 
which 


recommend jointly a vast program 
of forest conservation, water power

the wood in the "kidnap ladder" 
from a mill in South Carolina to 
the. attic of Hauptmann's home, said 
"yes." 


"Did you ever attempt to fit this 


ladder in that car?" Wilentz asked. 


"Yes," said Koehler. 


Tut .Ladder In Car 


"Did you have any trouble in put- 


ting it in the car?" Wilentz pur- 
sued. 


KoehJer replied: 
"None at all. I fitted the ladder in 


the car, folded in ite three sections. 
I put it in lengthwise so it extended 
from tlie windshield over the back 
of the seat to the rear of the car. 
There was four inches to spare. One 
man can easily handle the ladder 
that way."

contain as many knots as rail 16.

home'is of better quality than the 
South Carolina pine used in the 
lower uprights? 


A.—Well, the two woods are dif- 


ferent. One is better for some pur- 
poses, the other for others. 


Q.—The South Carolina pine has 


the most knots hasn't it? 


A.—It has. 
Q.—And knots weaken wood, don't 


they? 
A.—If a knot is large enough it 


lessens the strength of the wood, 
yes.Pope asked if Koehler had traced 
the upright- in the second section 
of the ladder, made of Douglas fir. 


Koehler replied: 
"I found only one mill in the 


Northwest could have turned out 
that piece of wood." 


He did not say where the mill was. 
Q._Do you think this ladder was 


built by a mechanic or an amateur? 


A.—What do you mean—by a me- 


chanic or a carpenter? 


Good Job 


Q.—I am not referring to a ma- 


chinist. 
What- I'm getting at is 


this—whoever built this ladder did 
a pretty poor job, didn't he? 


A.—Yes. 
Koehler waa asked concerning the 


weight of a .man weighing 175 to 
180 pounds on the ladder. 
Q._(By Pope)—Do you think a 


man weighing 175 to 180 pounds 
could go up and down this ladder?

Pope led Koehler into a long dis- 


cussion of the factors governing the 
strength of wood. He admitted vi- 
bration was one of the things which 
can cause a ladder to break. 


Q.— (Pope)—Now you note the dis- 


tance between, the rungs of the lad- 
der. Aren't; those distances unus- 
ually great? 


A.—The rungs are farther apart 


than usual. The' standard distance 
between rungs is 12 inches. 


Q._Wouldn't the widely spaced 


rungs weaken the ladder? 


A.—Yes, sideways, but not through 


it facing forward. 


Q.—A carpenter would know this, 


wouldn't he? 


A.—He should. 
Koehler admitted he had never 


seen one piece of the right uprights 
of the "kidnap ladder".

HAK.RISBUBG, Jan. 24.—Exten- 


sion of the public school system be- 
yond 'high school to meet the de- 
mands created by Pennsylvania's 
aging population was recommended 
today by the State Planning board. 


Pointing out that 
birth 
rate 


trends indicate fewer grade school 
and more advanced school students 
in years to come, the board said the 
necessity was developing for "a 
readily accessible junior college sys- 
tem." 


Enlarge Curricula 


The board offered this recom- 


mendation as one of 16 for a ten- 
year plan to increase educational 
opportunities. 
Reorganization of 


school districts into larger units and 
revision of state aid payment sys- 
tem were recommended. The para- 
dox of having the state pay $900,000 
annually to keep 4,500 schools closed 
while voting additional funds to fi- 
nance distressed districts was point- 
ed out. Subsidies of $200 a year 
are paid to fourth class districts for 
each of 4,500 schools kept closed. 


Other recommendations included 


enlarged high school curricula, in- 
dividualized directed study, uniform 
teachers requirements and mini- 
mum salary standards, increased 
capacity of school buildings, more 
effective 
assimilation of foreign- 


born residents, eradication of illi- 
teracy, and social control through a 
planned program of directed rec- 
reation.

*-mately the expenditure of many 
-billions of dollars to preserve these 
"resources for future generations. 
H "The future of eve'ry American 
"family everywhere will be affected 
£by the action we take," he said. 


*> The President's recommendations 
*nvere made in a message submitting 
"to Congress the reports of the na- 
ational resources board and the Mis- 
sissippi valley committee. 
•" These reports, recently made pub- 
~j!c. inventoried the country's nat- 
«ural resources, described how they 
»have been depleted at a reckless 
^rate, and proposed a gigantic devel- 
"opment and improvement program 
^between the Alleghenies and the 
mRockies, centering chiefly in 
the 


"Mississippi valley. 
53 
To Combat Unemployment 
* Mr. Roosevelt told Congress he in- 
•tends to get started on this pro- 
gram by devoting to it "a substan- 


tial portion" of the four billion dol- 
lars which he is now asking Con- 
gress for to combat unemployment. 


After the immediate crisis in un- 


employment has begun to mend, he 
.said, he hoped to sec a continuing 
appropriation 
of $500,000,000 
an- 


nually for this internal improve- 
ment program, s c i e n t i f i c a l l y 
planned. 


"We have harmed nature, and 


nature in turn has harmed us," the 
President said, in describing how 
the early settlers and the pioneers 
wasted the vast resources which 
they found. 


"In recent years," he continued, 
"little groups of earnest men and 
women have told us of this havoc; 
of the cutting of our last stands of 
virgin timber; of increasing floods, 
of the washing away of millions of 
acres of our top-soils; of the lower- 
ing of our water tables, of the dan- 
gers of one-crop farming; of the \ 
depletion of our minerals—In short, 
the evils that we have brought upon 
ourselves today and the even greater 
evils that will attend our children 
unless we act. 


"Such is the condition that at- 


tends the exploitation of our natural 
resources if we continue our plan- 
less course." 


Caused Social Problem 


As an inevitable -consequence of 
these conditions, the exhaustion of 
virgin lands and forests and the de- 
pletition 
of other resources, 
he 


pointed out, a social problem has 
arisen that only scientific planning 
will correct. 


"The throwing out of balance of 


the resources of nature," he said, 
"throws out of balance also the lives 
of men. 


"We find millions of our citizens 


stranded in village and on farm— 
stranded there because nature can- 
not support them in the livelihood 
they had sought to gain through 
her. 


"We find other millions gravitated 


to the centers of population so vast 
that the laws of natural economics 
have broken down." 


The president- recommended that 


each member of congress 
study 


"carefully" the reports of the na- 
tional resources'board arid the Mis- 
sissippi Valley .committee, which 
recommend jointly a vast program 
of forest conservation, water power 
development, 
flood 
control, 
and 


scientific use of lands throughout 
the nation's "bread basket." 
He proposed the creation of a 


permanent national resources board, 
which would annually recommend to 
the president and to congress the 


priority of projects in the national 
plan. 


This, he pointed out, would give 


congress itself the final determina- 
tion of the projects themselves and 
the 
appropriations 
necessary 
to 


carry them out. Segregation of these 
items, he reported, is not imme- 
diately possible.

Ladder Fits Car 


COURTROOM:, Plemington, N. J., 


Jan 24—The "kidnap ladder"—us- 
ed in the abduction of the Lind- 
bergh baby—fitted easily into the 
tonneau of Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann's automobile Arthur J. Koeh- 
ler, star wood expert of the United 
States government, testified today 
at the Hauptmann murder trial. 
A photograph of Hauptmann's car, 
which is a Dodge sedan, was offer- 
ed as evidence and admitted. The 
car itself is parked in an areaway 
adjoining the courthouse. 


Attorney General David T. Wil- 


entz asked Koehler if he had ever 
seen Hauptmann's car, and 
the 


technologist, who yesterday traced 
the wood in the "kidnap ladder" 
from a, mill in South Carolina to 
the attic of Hauptmann's home, said 
"yes." 


"Did you ever attempt to fit this 


ladder in that car?" Wilentz asked. 


"Yes," said Koehler. 


Put Ladder In Car 


"Did you have any trouble in put- 


ling it in the car?" Wilentz pur- 
sued. 


Koehler replied: 
"None at all. I fitted the ladder in 


the car, folded in its three sections. 
I put it in lengthwise so it extended 
from the windshield over the back 
of the seat to the rear of the car. 
There was four inches to spare. One 
man can easily handle the- ladder 
that way." 


"That is all. You may take the 


witness," said Wilentz. 


Defense Attorney Frederick A. 


Pope took the wood expert over for 
cross-examination. 
Before he did 


so chief defense counsel Edward J. 
Reilly asked for a photograph of 
the car. 


When Beilly received the photo- 


graph he turned it over to Lloyd 
Fisher, another of the defense law- 
years who showed it to Hauptmann.

Pope handed a photograph of the 


car to Koehler on the stand.

A high barometric area in the 
Middle West and another in the 
' Rockies moving rapidly east inun­ 
dated sections of Washington and 
Oregon with cloudbursts, froze the 
Middle West with ten below zero 
temperature which caused an es­ 
timated death toll of 25, and struck 
New York with the worst blizzard 
since the legendary storm of 1888. 
On the west coast the great Co­ 
lumbia river poured over its banks 
and flooded scores of towns. 
Schools were closed in Minnesota 
when the temperature went 38 de­ 
grees below in the city of Duluth 
and lower in other parts of the state. 
The toll of the blizzard in New 
York was six dead and many in ­ 
jured. The snow drifted high along 
Broadway and other principal thor­ 
oughfares and crippled the metropo­ 
lis.

The mercury hit new lows for the 
season in all sections of the state, 
going as low as 14 degrees below in 
western Pennsylvania. While read­ 
ings of from 5 to 10 degrees above 
prevailed in the central and eastern 
districts, suffering was more acute 
there because of paralyzing storms. 
Ten deaths in the metropolitan area 
of Philadelphia were attributed to 
the worst blizzard in 20 years. Sev­ 
enteen inches of snow demoralized 
traffic.

Biting Cold Wind.
